M o—Greenleaf Davis, "the 
hermit of Shin pond.” has killed more 
than 200 bears. 
Davis has held the 
record for having killed 
the 
most 
bears of any man in Maine for more 
than 20 years, and though he is now 
past 
$0 and lame 
and bent 
from 
rheumatism, no season passes with­ 
out adding from one to five bears to 
his tally. 
"When I was young.” says he, "fat 
bears were almost as thick along tilt' 
old growth beeches on the slopes of 
Mount Katalidin as red squirrels are 
today. 
In the fall, after the early 
frosts loosened the beechnuts, I could 
go out with an aged smooth bore gun 
and shoot two or three most ain day. 
"Every fall father used to call us 
boys and make up a bear hunt to se­ 
cure fresh b ears moat for roasting 
pieces all winter. 
Sometimes 
the 
hunt lasted a week, and sometimes 
longer, but we never quit until we 
had put by the carcasses of from six 
to ten fat bears. 
"In the days when Tippecanoe ran 
for president there was no railroad 
track within IOO miles of where 
we 


pelts would bring $20 apiece." . 
On the death of his father. 50 years 
ago. Mr. Davis inherited a log house 
and log sawmill, 
driven by 
water 
power, and 
a township

“The engineer disregarded signals.” 
In future this verdict will seldom 
be reached in investigations into rail­ 
road 
accidents. 
Recent 
“surprise 
tests” held by an eastern railroad 
showed that only three per cent, of 
more than 2.000 engineers ran past 
"danger” and “caution” signals sud­ 
denly sprung upon them. This means 
that the engineer is being trained to 
closer regard for signals, and that the 
modern system of signaling has facili­ 
tated this training. 
On the railroad automatic telegraph 
block and interlocking switch and sig­ 
nal systems are used. 
Automatic sig­ 
nals are controlled by the train, and 
human agency has nothing to do with 
their operation. 
'I'he telegraph block 
signal system and 
the 
Interlocking 
switch and signal system each r e q u i r e 
an operator to manipulate. The auto­ 
matic signal does not require an at­ 
tendant. 
At block signal stations the 
tules of the company require that the 
operator report to the proper officials 
any engineer not properly observing 
ill signals. 
With the automatic block 
signal system, however, the signals 
are located between 
these 
cilices, 
where there is no one to report non­ 
observance of the signals. 
The auto­ 
matic system thus naturally affords 


violated orders, and is therefore sub­ 
ject to discipline. 
Each "home” sig­ 
nal has its distance signal, which indi­ 
cates whether its "home” signal is 
clear or not, 
and 
displays 
either 
"white" or “green." 
“Green” is a 
"caution" signal, and requires the en­ 
gineer to get his train under control 
so that he can stop at the “home" sig­ 
nal.

Spanish and Mexican convicts. 
Campeche is one of th.#* most inter- 
i sling ot hot country capitals.

The work on the wall was begun in 
1G92, and an Inscription over the prin­ 
cipal gate states that it was completed 
in 1769, having been 77 years in build­ 
ing. 
In form and walls spread over 
an irregular seven-sided polygon, with 
bastions at each of the corners, and 
massive octagonal forts at the w ater’s 
edge. 
The walls are eight meters, or 
26 feet high, and are four meters or
